We have, ‘therefore, made it station policy to 
confirm only those which are accurate without any doubt and which are re- 
ceived or postmarked within 72 hours of the broadcast for which confirmation 
is requested. Thank you very much for the interest you have shown in our 
station." rg 


Mr. Don McCarthy, Program Director of Station KOMR, McCamey, Texas 
(1450) "Specified Hours" says: "Thank you very much for your recent letter.
